Moderate fire behavior with group 
torching and short crown runs. Residences, communication site and power lines threatened. Evacuations in 
effect.  
 
Lime Complex (2 fires), Shasta-Trinity NF. IMT 1 (Hughes). Fourteen miles west of Hayfork, CA. Timber. 
Moderate fire behavior with group tree torching and short-range spotting. Residences, ranches and youth camps 
threatened. Evacuations in effect.  
 



Panther, Klamath NF. IMT 1 (McGowan). Fourteen miles southwest of Happy Camp, CA. Timber and brush. 
Active fire behavior. Structures and cultural resources threatened. 
 
Ukonom Complex, Six Rivers NF. Transfer of command from IMT 1 (Dietrich) to IMT 1 (Wilcock) tomorrow. IMT 
is also managing the Siskiyou Complex and the Blue 2 fire. Ten miles east of Orleans, CA. Timber. Moderate fire 
behavior with single and group tree torching. Structures, cultural sites, and telecommunication facility threatened.  
 
Iron and Alps Complexes (3 fires), Shasta-Trinity NF. IMT 2 (Kaage). One mile north of Junction City, CA. 
Heavy timber, brush and grass. Moderate fire behavior with short runs, single tree torching, flanking and spotting.

UNFAMILIAR WITH WEATHER AND LOCAL FACTORS INFLUENCING FIRE BEHAVIOR 

  

 Can you ask questions of local experts? What kinds of questions would you ask? 

 Does the operational period plan give you adequate weather and information? What kinds of 
weather forecasts can you get? What other weather or local information do you look for in the 
shift plan? 

 Can you get information from resources that have been on the fire? What questions will you ask 
of the crew that you are replacing? 

 Is there any other way to obtain information? List common sources of information on weather 
and local factors. 

 To reduce risks: 

• Base all actions on current and expected fire behavior.  
• Post lookouts.  
• Establish escape routes and safety zones.  
• Take extra caution! Discuss a fire where you relied on information from the local unit 

(perhaps where your fire knowledge and experience was very different from how they 
did things—Southeast or Alaska).
